Thousands of farm families, school 
children, volunteers, organizers, 
politicians and other dignitaries, took 
part in the Opening Ceremonies at the 
101st annual International Plowing 
Match and Rural Expo, in Essa 
Township on Sept. 16. 

It's the only Fair that closes Queen’s

Thefts from lockers

Report any suspicious activity 
to staff at the facility. If your 
property is stolen, report it to 
police immediately. 

More Theft from 
Vehicles arrests 

South Simcoe Police continue 
to make arrests, in a series 
of break-ins and thefts from 
vehicles in Bradford. On Sept. 
7, police arrested a 15 year old 
and an 18 year old. 

On September 11, South 
Simcoe Police Street Crime 


Unit arrested and charged a 
third youth. The 15 year old girl 
was found to be in possession 
of several items stolen over the 
last month, and faces 3 charges 
of Possession of Property 
Obtained by Crime, and 2 
Fraud-related charges. 

On September 13, around 
11:30 p.m., an alert resident 
contacted police after 
observing suspicious activity 
around vehicles parked on the 
9th Line of BWG. Uniformed 
officers and the Canine Unit 
responded, and located two 
males leaving the area in a 
stolen Jeep. The vehicle was 
stopped, and the driver and 
his passenger were arrested. 
They were discovered to be 
in possession of items stolen 
from parked cars earlier in the 
evening. A 26 year old man 
and a 31 year old man, both 
from the Pickering area, were 
transported to South Division 
- where officers learned that 
both men were wanted on 
outstanding Robbery charges 
in Durham Region. 

The men face charges of Theft 
under $5000, Possession of 
Stolen Property and Trespass 
by Night, and were turned over 
to Durham Regional Police to 
be processed on outstanding 
warrants from that jurisdiction. 

South Simcoe Police continue 
to urge residents to remove 
valuables from their vehicles, 
and to lock cars that are parked 
and unattended. 

Stolen Tractor 

On September 12, South

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Rob Keffer launched his Mayoral 
campaign in front of a packed 
auditorium at St. John's Presbyterian 
Church in Bradford, on September 12. 

It was standing room only, as 
supporters enjoyed a free BBQ, horse- 
drawn wagon rides, and listened 
to speeches by the candidate and 
supporters. "I'm very proud to be part 
of this campaign,” said Jim Walker, 

BWG Citizen of the Year. "I’ve rarely 
seen enthusiasm as I’ve seen it for our 
candidate here, Rob Keffer - a friend, a 
candidate, and a bom leader... He wants 
controlled growth, he wants controlled 
change, he wants fiscal responsibility." 

Keffer said that his campaign was 
“based on a simple goal, that together 
we can ensure smart growth and build 
a better Town." He said he entered 
politics four years ago “because I was 
worried - worried about out-of-control 
spending and high taxes that always go 
up, worried about the loss of agricultural 
land and losing our community to big 
development, worried about harming 
our environment, worried about the 
debt we are leaving our children.” 

He particularly identified “poor 
budgeting and bad priorities” for higher 
taxes. “We have to stop the wastefulness 
and poor financial planning... Make 
developers pay their fair share.” 

Keffer spoke of repairing roads and 
bridges, building more affordable 
housing “especially for seniors” and 
creating "new well-paying local jobs," 
repeating his slogan, "Build a better 
Town, not just a bigger Town.” 

He concluded, “I have the experience, 
vision and thoughtful policies to ensure 
smart growth" - to a standing ovation. 


Keffer accused incumbent Doug White 
of “promising to continue increasing 
your taxes,” a reference to a promise on 
White's website, to "Keep tax increases 
at or below our average of 1.48% over 
past 5 years.” 

White has responded. “The past 
4 years, our average property tax 
increase was a modest 1.2% (1.48% 
over the past 5 years)... How is it Mr. 
Keffer is attacking me for this, when 
he supported all 4 of those budgets? 
Further, we managed to keep tax 
increases low while building a new 
Leisure Centre, a new library, a new 
medical centre, establishing public 
transit and vastly improving our parks, 
sports fields, trails and green space. 

“If Mr. Keffer believes he can deliver 
a budget below 1.2%, he must be open, 
honest and transparent about what 
current services he would eliminate. 

Our homeowners see their insurance, 
electric, cable, telephone, natural gas 
and gasoline bills increase every year. 
The Town must deal with these same 
external operating cost increases.” 

Mayoral Candidate Heman Burgos 
pointed out, "The Average Inflation in 
Canada has been fluctuating between 
1% and 2% for the last decade. We 
must maintain a tax increase close to 
this inflation rate, otherwise we will be 
deflating our system. 

"We also have to remember that we 
are in a process of growth. We must 
be creative with the resources that we 
presently have. We must think outside 
the box. We are not a small village any 
more - we now compete at a global level. 
Manufacturing, Food, Information and 
Technology are keys to the future."

Sump Pump worries on Simcoe 

To the editor: When the road improvement is 
completed on Simcoe Road, what happens to 
the ditch? The ditch is a natural gravity water 
drain, which has been in use for years and is 
part of the drainage adjacent to the road. 

When the houses were built on Simcoe Rd., 
their weeping tiles were designed to drain into 
a sump in the basement. The outlet pipe from 
the sump pump in the basement was routed 
to drain into the ditch. If the ditch is blocked 
or removed, there will be instant property 
damage, from flooded basements. 

So far, all the discussion on Simcoe Road 
improvement seems to deal only with septic 
beds - which is a different issue. With care, a 
septic bed can be used for an indefinite time; 
blocked sump pump drainage is an immediate 
disaster for residents on Simcoe Rd.

Doors Open Bradford! 


Munawar Chudary, chair of Doors 
Open Bradford, came to Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Council on September 16 
to explain the program, an initiative of 
Ontario Heritage Trust. 

Doors Open is “a province-wide 
celebration of community heritage,” 
Chudary told Councillors - that invites 
the public behind the scenes, at 
important civic and historical sites - 
opening doors that are usually closed. 

"It is a unique opportunity to explore 
and enjoy," he said. 

Doors Open Bradford will be 
taking place on Saturday, October 
4, and stops on the self-directed 
tour will include the Old Town 
Hall at 61 Holland St. East, now 
designated a Heritage building; the 
Royal Canadian Legion Br. 521 and 
its extensive collection of Militaria; 
Trinity Anglican Church; ElLugarcon 
Pottery in Newton Robinson - once 
the Chantler store; and the Ballawoods 
Centre on Barrie St., a former home 
of Professor W.H. Day and last year’s 
“most visited site.” 

Last year was the first time 
that Bradford West Gwillimbury 
participated in Doors Open, and it 
was, Chudary said, "very successful.” 


This year, the Doors Open 
Committee expects to spend a 
total of $1400, on signs, brochures, 
refreshments and recognition for the 
volunteers who man each stop. 

The committee already has $872 
set aside - a $372 surplus from 2013, 
and a $500 donation from The Run 
for Bradford (BWG) - but is facing a 
shortfall of $528. 

Chudary asked for a grant from 
the Department of Planning & 
Development - a grant that has been 
given in previous years. He explained 
that not only does Doors Open boost 
tourism, interest, it “helps develop a 
sense of place within the community.” 

Council approved a $528 grant.

The Banner Project at BDHS 



Grade 12 Students in Aurelia Stec’s 
Art Leadership Class at Bradford 
District High School are working on 
an unusual project this semester - 
creating artwork, installations and 
banners designed to spark dialogue 
and discussion on social issues. 

Based on 
the Kafranbel 
Media 
Centre's

Kafranbel, 

opposed 
to both the 
Assad Regime 
and ISIS, have 
been creating 
and posting banners in support of 
freedom - die students are being 
challenged to review news headlines 
each week, and on Tuesdays, “create 
banners to summarize, express an 
opinion, or cause a dialogue.”

The company’s exposure on the CTV National 
News segment, Canadian Originals, in June of 
2012 helped rocket the company to a whole new 
level - crashing their website, adding a dozen 
new stores, and resulting in their webstore being 
sold out repeatedly. 

“It’s a gift that keeps giving,” says Gerke. “We 
still have people recognize us from that 3 minute 
piece two years ago.” 

“What started out as a little eco- 
endeavour, doing our small part 
to 'save the planet one handbag 
at a time’ has even surprised us, 
and exceeded our expectations,” 
adds Langevin. "So many people 
and companies are helping us 
by being forward-thinking about 
their excess fabrics. We'd be 
nowhere without them.” 

Many international companies, 
including popular high-end 
designers, have donated 
beautiful, sturdy, vegan fabric 
off-cuts by the quarter-tonne - 
materials which are upcycled, re¬ 
envisioned and redesigned into 
one-of-a-kind handbags, totes, 
diaper and laptop bags - keeping 
production costs down, fabrics 
out of landfill, and Canadian 
craftsmanship alive. 

Last year, Echoes in the Attic 
was part of a group venue on the 
BWG Studio Art Tour. This year, 
Gerke and Langevin are opening 
their “Girl Cave” at 22 Gres Court, 
the HQ of their home-grown 
business.

Jessica Jamieson, 
Candidate for Council 


Jessica Jamieson and her husband 
moved from Maple to Bradford in 
2007, “and I couldn’t be more pleased 
-1 couldn’t have picked a better 
community,” she says. 

Now the mother of a 5 year old, 
the Licensed Insurance Broker not 
only has joined the Bradford Board 
of Trade, and become involved in 
local organizations and charities, she 
and her husband decided to invest 
in a new business in Town: Kidergy, 
Bradford's first Indoor Playground. 

With her background, it’s not 
surprising that a healthy business 
environment is one of her priorities. 

"When we decided we were going 
to invest a lot of money in a business 
in Bradford, we investigated," she 
says - and found that Bradford has a 
14% vacancy rate. “The majority of 
municipalities are sitting at 4%.” 

One of her priorities would be to 
look at simplifying the process for 
new businesses coming to Town - 
untangling the red tape, duplication, 
barricades and hoops that face 
business, making the municipality 
more investor-friendly. 

Otherwise, she is delighted with 
the progress that has been made to 
date - not only the new Public Library 
and Leisure Centre, but the BWG 
Family Health Centre. Jamieson and 
her family were regularly travelling 
to Toronto and Maple to see their 
family doctors; now, after being on a 
waiting list for a brief period, “we have 
a family doctor right here,” one of the 
new doctors who came to Bradford as 
part of the Centre’s association with 
Southlake Regional Health Centre. 

It’s part of the positive progress that 
she sees in the municipality - where 
she doesn’t identify “issues,” but talks 
of the “changes" facing the Town, the 
changes that she would like to shape 
as a member of Council. 

“I want to see Bradford continue to 
grow responsibly, with recreation, 


with the employment lands at the 
400... I want to make Bradford a better 
place,” she says. 

She acknowledges that Bradford’s 
downtown “needs some TLC" but 
sees the solution as not necessarily 
an expensive infrastructure project, 
but the better promotion of the new 
Community Improvement Plan 
Area designation and its incentive 
programs. “We have a great program 
in place. What can we do to promote 
it?” - to reach out to the property 
owners, and persuade them to 
participate. 

And, Jamieson says, Council needs to 
take a stronger line with developers. 
“We need to take charge of developers 
and make sure they provide what we 
need in Bradford,” which includes 
affordable housing, and seniors' 
accommodation. 

“I know a lot of the older generation 
that have lived in Bradford all their 
lives, and invested their money here, 
have to leave Bradford” to find the 
smaller, more affordable housing that 
they now need. “We need to dictate to 
the developers.” 

She explains her decision to run 
for the position of Councillor in 
Ward 4: “I’m so passionate about 
the community. I just want to see 
Bradford continue to progress. I want 
to be a strong voice, and a female 
voice, on Council.” 

Business, young families, seniors - “I 
would like to be a very strong voice for 
them on Council.”

Development department... to show 
that the money being spent on the 
new 5th Line interchange and all the 
services and roads needed to be put in 
place (for the Hwy. 400) Employment 
Lands, along with the forced sewer 
main to Bond Head, is going to pay off 
when in 12 years we will have to start 
paying back the money owed to the 
developers.” 

He concludes, “My agenda is to 
serve the people of Bradford West

I want 
to give back, and use what I’ve learned for 
the benefit of the community." 

Ward 4 is “so different,” he says - 
encompassing rural areas, the Bond Head 
Setdement Area, and suburban Bradford - 
“three distinct areas of concern.”

Lessons of the Holocaust

"Those who cannot remember the past 
are condemned to repeat it." - George 
Santayana. 

That’s what prompted the Friends of 
Simon Wiesenthal Centre for Holocaust 
Studies to launch the Tour for Humanity 
- an education program on wheels, that is 
designed to initiate discussion on human 
rights issues, encourage students and 
others to take action against hate, and to 
remember the Holocaust and other acts of 
genocide. 

Housed in a bus that serves as a mobile 
classroom, accommodating up to 30 people 
at a time, the Tour for Humanity will show 
video presentations on its 3 large screens, 
on the Global Experience - looking at acts of 
genocide around the world, and the heroes 
who have stood up against hatred; the 
Canadian Experience, from the internment 
of Japanese Canadians during World War II 
to the Residential Schools; and the "Happy 
Experience," a blueprint for community 
involvement and action. 

On September 4, the Tour for Humanity 
was welcomed to Innisfil by the South 
Simcoe Police Service, Police Services 
Board, and Innisfil Mayor Barb Baguley and 
her Council, launching a season of touring 
Simcoe County schools. 

Avi Benlolo, President and CEO of the 
Friends of Simon Wiesenthal, thanked 
police and the Town for the "great privilege 
of speaking to groups like yourself,” and 
told them, “Today, Holocaust denial is big 
business. Some of this is emanating from 
countries like Iran... Did the Holocaust 
really happen? The Holocaust happened. It 
is for real.” 

The challenge, Benlolo said, is “how we 
can educate people today so it doesn’t 
happen again.” 


There was an opportunity to take the 
“tour,” watch a video presentation, and to 
hear Holocaust survivor. Max Eisen. 

Eisen, who grew up in ethnic-Hungarian 
Czechoslovakia, saw the erosion of the 
rights and freedoms of Jews in his village, 
with the rise of Nazism in Germany. 

When Hitler took power in 1933, 
Czechoslovakia, with a population of about 
13 million, was "an amazing little country,” 
Eisen told the audience - a country 
where Jews had lived for over 1,900 years, 
achieving full emancipation under die 
Austo-Hungarian Empire, and Emperor 
Franz Josef. 

The years from 1919 to 1939 were “golden 
years for the Jewish people,” he said. 

In the small town of 5,000 where he grew 
up, there were 98 Jewish families - about 
400 people - who saw the gathering storm 
clouds in Germany, but "couldn’t believe 
what was coming down the road." 

In 1933, the Nazi ideology targeted 
political dissidents, and individuals based 
on religious beliefs, and racial features. 

In 1935, the Nuremburg Racial Laws were 
passed, targeting Jews. 

"This was apartheid,” Eisen said. “"It 
was the same old propaganda and 
brainwashing... Mien you dehumanize a 
people, it is so easy to step on them and kill 

It led to the “Final Solution to the Jewish 
Problem in Central Europe” - a plan for 
genocide that extended to harvesting the 
gold from teeth, the hair from women’s 
heads; “even the ashes will be sold as 
fertilizer.” 

For the Eisen family, the floodgates 
opened in 1938, when British Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain and French 
Prime Minister Edouard Daladier "gave 


away a democracy,” and allowed Hitler to 
seize the Sudetenland, following a policy of 
appeasement. 

Nazi Hungary took over the portion of 
Czechoslovakia where the Eisens lived. 

Jews were banned from owning radios, 
or bicycles. Then businesses were closed 
and confiscated. "Our freedoms were 
gradually taken away from us, step by step,” 
Eisen said. “By 1940, every Jew had to be 
photographed.” 

In 1941, Jews were prohibited from 
employing non-Jews - and Jewish men 
between the ages of 18 and 45 were 
rounded up into Work Battalions, to work in 
the mines, farms and forests of Hungary. 

Czechoslovakia was partitioned in 1942 
- the same year that the Nazis issued their 
“Final Solution” - and the members of the 
Eisen family who farmed in the German 
part of the country, disappeared. 

A “lying postcard” was received, claiming 
that the family was happily working on a 
farm in Poland but, Max said, "The killing 
was already in full swing in the east, and we 
didn’t know about it.” 

In April 1944, the Eisens celebrated 
Passover. "We sat around the table for the 
last time... This truly was the last supper,” - 
although there was talk that Nazi Germany 
was facing defeat, with the advance of 
Soviet forces. There was hope. “We were like 
a ship that could see the shore.” 

The next day, the Eisens were warned by 
a non-Jewish neighbour to flee, because 
Hungarian gendarmes planned to round up 
all Jewish families. The neighbour offered 
to hide the family In the 
woods. 

Max’s father refused; 
as an Orthodox Jew, he 
would not travel during 
Passover. 

The following day, 

Gendarmes kicked in 
the gate, arresting all, 
including Max's younger 
brothers and infant 
sister. Jews were rounded 
up and marched to the 
railway station where 
they were crammed into 
cattle cars. “They told us 
we were going to work 
in farms. “You will be 
resettled in the east - you will be working on 
farms” and we believed this.” 

But their destination was Auschwitz. 

For 3 days and 3 nights, crammed 100 
people to a car in unimaginable conditions, 
there was initial relief when the locked 
doors were opened. SS Doctors met the 
new arrivals, sending able-bodied men 
and women to the right, and the rest, “old 
people, women with babies, little children,” 
to the left. 

Those who went right had their heads 
shaved, their arms tattooed with a number, 
and were set to work as slave labourers. 
Those who went to the left, went to the gas 
chambers and the crematoria. 

Max, his father and an uncle were sent to 


the right. His mother, 2 younger brothers, 
and baby sister were sent to the left. He 
never saw them again, or expected to. “By 
the end of the day, we knew where we 

Prisoners worked 10 to 12 hours a day, on 
a diet of 300 calories a day. "People were 
dying. They were starving, beaten to death.” 
Anyone who couldn’t do the work, who fell, 
who got sick, faced death - including Max’s 

His father’s last words were, "If you 
survive, tell the world what is happening 
here.” But, said Eisen, “If a door didn’t open 
for you, you could not crawl out of this 

Eisen’s “door” was a severe beating from 
an SS guard. He was sent to the Red Cross 
hospital at the camp - where the doctor 
saved his life, by giving him a job as a 
cleaner. 

The Red Army continued to advance; but 
rather than surrender their prisoners, the 
Nazi guards forced them to walk, in the 
winter of 1945, to a new prison camp, the 
notorious Ebensee in the Austria. “We had 
no food, we were black with frostbite. We 
were dying from Typhus.” 

Then, on May 6,1945, the prisoners heard 
the sound of planes overhead, and found 
the guards gone. The Black Panther tank 
unit of General Patton's 3rd Army rolled 
through the gates, to find walking skeletons, 
and piles of the dead and dying. “They 
were my liberators,” said Max. “They were 
in total shock." 

And so, said Eisen, “This is where we come 
from, we survivors.” 

He arrived in Canada 
in 1949, and settled 
in Toronto. At first, 
“Nobody wanted to 
hear our stories” - 
but he began to talk 
about the Holocaust 
after being invited 
to address students 
at a Catholic school 
in Barrie - and after 
seeing a new rising 
tide of anti-Semitism. 

"For me, the most 
important thing is to 
keep this country safe, 
to ‘Stand on guard for 
theej “ Eisen said. “Be careful of what is 
happening. Be vigilant. It starts with words 
- the lies become the truth. We need to read 
between the lines.” 

There are atrocities being committed 
today, that require action, he said. "We’re 
here. We need to do the best we can. We 
have to educate our young people.” 

“To me, the most important part (of the 
Tour for Humanity) is the ‘Heroes’ - the 
dedicated community leaders, who have 
dedicated their lives to improving the 
human condition every day,” Benlolo said, 
noting that more than 13,000 students have 
already visited the Tour for Humanity bus - 
and hopefully, will challenge themselves to 
be better persons. 
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Bradford’s Terry Fox Run 


The Terry Fox Run for Cancer Research doesn’t 
require participants to go out and collect 
pledges, pay a minimum registration fee, or 
make a minimum donation. 

Anyone can run or walk in memory of Terry 
Fox and his Marathon of Hope, and donate 
whatever they want or can afford to the Terry 
Fox Foundation, for research into the causes and 
cure of cancer. 

When Terry Fox began his cross-Canada 
Marathon in 1980, his goal was to raise $1 
for every man, woman and child in Canada, 
for cancer research; to date, the Terry Fox 
Foundation has raised over $650 million 
worldwide, in his memory. 

In Bradford West Gwillimbury alone, last 
year’s Run attracted 300 participants, and 
raised $25,000. "Last year, Bradford was #1 
across Canada in online donations, with 82% 
of donations online,” said Elsie Silva Kniff, 
organizer of the event for the past 4 years. “We 
were #4 in growth - we grew 365%." 

At the opening ceremonies for this year’s 34th 
annual Run, Kniff read the testimonials of cancer 
survivors, who have benefited from advances in 
diagnosis and treatment. 


Jason was 7 in 2007 when he was diagnosed 
with an inoperable brain tumour. He underwent 
61 weeks of tough chemotherapy. “Today he 
is 14 years old, loves to ride his bike and play 
basketball with his friends,” said Kniff. 

She encouraged participants to fill out a tag, 
identifying who they are running for. “I do it for 
my Godmother, I do it for my Grandma, and I do 
it for my Aunt,” Kniff said. “I try not to cry...” 

"Every family, every street, every community 
has been affected by this, and we’re fighting 
back,” said Mayor Doug White, walking in 
memory of the late Ron Simpson, long-time 
member of Council. “Together we can all make a 
difference.” 

The crowd warmed up with Cathy McLean of 
Zumba in da House - herself cancer-free for the 
past year. 

And they were accompanied by the Run’s new 
Bradford Mascot; Jimmy the Clydesdale, from 
Dreamwinds Equine Assisted Learning Centre. 
Jimmy is also a cancer survivor, and “spokes- 
horse" for equine cancers. He was running “for 
all the cancer survivors and fighters, past and 
present.”
